FOREST SERVICE AGREES TO REMOVE 
PARKING LOT FROM ATOP 
CHINESE CRAVESITE

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Lengthy 
discussion between members of 
the Chinese Historical Society of 
America and representatives of the 
United States Forest Service has 
led to the Service piomising to 
remove a parking lot positioned on 
a Chinese gravesite . 

The meeting held July 5 at the 
Chinese Historical Museum， 17 
Adler Place，had been requested 
by Regional Archaeologist Donald 
Miller to explain the policies of the 
Forest Service toward historic and 
archaeological sites，Larry Lar- 
son，Lands and Mineral Officer， 
and Archaeologist James Rock of 
the Klamath National Forest in 
Oregon were also present to give 
the history of the Fong Wah 
Cemetery at Forks-of-the-Salmon 
in Klamath National Forest， 

Miller admitted that the Forest 
Service had made mistakes:in the 
Past with regard to historical and 
archaeological sites; but _ he 
hastened. to assure the Chinese 
Historical Society，and its presi- 
dent Anna VWong, that the Forest 
Service was becoming increasingly 
concerned about the preservation 
of these sites. 


PAMPHLET 

He oftfered as _ evidence of that 
concern a pamphlet prepared by 
his office on the preservation of 
Native American sites，Another 
pamphlet is planned for Chinese- 
American historic sites，Then he 
gave a run-down of the organiza- 
tion of the Forest Service，which is 
divided into nine regions，and the 


organizational of each 
forest， 

Larson Showed the -location of 
Forks-of-the-Salmon on various 
maps. It had been planned as a 
ranger station prior to 1972 when 
the ITroads were laid out:, bnut 
Subsequently a _ decision was made 
to ， shift the ranger station 
ejsewhere. The crucial event was a 
disastrous fire, known as the“Hog 
Burn,” which covered 50.000 
acres, last August near Forks-of- 
the-Salmon. This made necessary 
salvaging and reforestation opera- 
tions， which must take place 
before the timber rots:. 

Because Forks-of-the-Salmon is 
a small， isolated _ community， 
temporary Personnel must be 
brought in to do the salvaging and 
reforestation，which is _estimated 
to take about three to four years， 
They are to be housed in 
temporary trailers set up along the 
road which runs by the Fong Wah 
Cermetery.

even a toilet in that room， 
Cooking is done outside on the 


public walkway or balcony，as ， 


there is no room inside， 

The family of six whom I stayed 
with in a resettlement estate of 
65,000-tenants,， said that“the one 
thing we hate :most about our 
home is the toilets,”or what the 
goverInment calls “communal 
facilities.”I personally found the 
toilet facilities -appalling as ,I 
squatted，cursing the_ one who 
invented these early resettlement 
estates， 

Everyone on each floor shares 
this restroom which is really a 
trench-like open drain or gutter 
carved into the floor with a few 
partitions which supposedly give 
you some pririvacy. The floor itself 
is slimy and extremely odiferous， 

BATHINGC 

The bathing rooms are just as 
bad. One must fill a bucket-like 
tub with cold water from the two 
water taps which all must share. 
Then carrying your bucket into a 
dingy room with partitions similar 
to the toilet-room，you step into 
your bucket and splash as fast as 
you can for fear of both muggers

One of my close female friends

The space allotment for each 
adult in the resettlement estates 
built before 1970. are 24 square 
feet per adult (about the size of 
adjoining graves) and 12 feet for 
children under ten years of age.

Square feet per person as the 
minimum space _ needed _ for
